Tories OK’d 
donations: 
Town reps 


New report Chief 
electoral officer says 
Tories received $20,280 
in illegal donations in 
2010 - 11 ; hits donors with 
$7,060 in total penalties

Leaders of the two municipal¬ 
ities named in a new report 
as having made the largest 
amount of illegal, “indirect” 
contributions to the Progres¬ 
sive Conservative party say 
party ofiBcials advised them at 
the time they were doing noth¬ 
ing wrong. 

“The information we had at 
the time — from the party — 
was that we were doing things 
correctly,” said Mayor Bill Rob¬ 
ertson of the Town of Okotoks, 


which was cited Thursday in 
a report from Alberta’s chief 
electoral officer as having il¬ 
legally contributed $2,550 to 
the PC party in April 2010. 

Those funds came in the 
form of six fundraiser tickets 
purchased for a “Premier’s 
Dinner” in Calgaiy, the cost of 
which was later expensed to 
the town. 

The party has since re¬ 
turned the money and the 
town has paid administrative 
penalties for violating the Elec¬ 
tion Act. 

The Municipal District of 
Foothills was also penalized 
for four expensed tickets to 
the same dinner, at a cost of 
$1,700, and the report states 
that the PC party was “advised 
to consider returning the con¬ 
tribution on a voluntary basis.” 

PC party president Jim Mc¬ 
Cormick has argued the party 
shouldn’t have to repay such 
funds, however, because it ac¬ 


cepted the money in good faith. 

McCormick wasn’t avail¬ 
able for comment Thursday 
but stated publicly Wednesday 
that in cases like this, the PC 
party issued tax receipts to 
individuals and was unaware 
those individuals claimed ex¬ 
penses to prohibited entities 
such as municipalities. 

Robertson, however, said 
party officials knew what was 
happening. 

“They knew what was going 
and they were saying, ‘Oh yeah, 
you can do it that way, because 
it’s legal,”’ he said. “And it turns 
out it wasn’t legal.” 

Foothills Reeve Lany Spilak 
told a similar stoiy. 

“Absolutely, it was from the 
party,” he said. 

“The message that was sent 
to our council and our admin¬ 
istration was that this was al¬ 
lowed and consequently we 
went ahead with it.”

What’s in a name? 

The Edmonton Transit Ser¬ 
vice hopes a lot, as it released 
five names for the city’s cur¬ 
rent and proposed LRT lines 
that it hopes will help brand 
the city and keep people on 
the move. 

Five lines crisscrossing the 
city were given the monikers 
Thursday. The current line 
running from Gorman all the 
way to a future Heritage Val¬ 
ley station will be called the 
Capital line. The currently 
under construction NAIT line 
will be called the Metro line 
and the proposed line from 
Mill Woods to downtown will 


be known as the Valley line. 

The two other unbuilt 
lines will be called the 
Energy line, running from 
Lewis Farms to Sherwood 
Park, and the Festival line 
will run from Sherwood park 
to Eller she. 

The names came as a re¬ 
sult of a competition, which 
brought in hundreds of sug¬ 
gestions that were then test¬ 
ed in market research.

Keeping shelves stocked at 
the Edmonton Public Library 
is quite a feat. 

Not only does the library 
need to have books, DVDs, 
and magazines, they need to 
be the right ones at any given 
time. 

That’s where adult collec¬ 
tions librarian Mary Bennett, 
essentially a buyer for EPL, 
comes in. 

“There (are) definitely 
trends,” said Bennett. “I no¬ 
ticed when Fifty Shades of 
Grey came out a lot of pub¬ 
lishers started pushing simi¬ 
lar kinds of books — right 


down to having covers that 
were similar, even books in 
a trilogy that were more on 
the female erotica spectrum. 
And then also other authors 
who had written in that vein 
in the past were re-releasing 
their books, and I think the 
idea is they were just cap¬ 
italizing on Fifty Shades of 
Grey.” 

An increased interest in 
that genre of fiction meant 
more of those t 3 q)es of books 
were ordered in 2012. 

Overall, when it comes 
to dissecting the most popu¬ 
lar items borrowed over the 
last year, it’s a pretty basic 
formula: “Purchasing reflects 
publishing, and publishing 
reflects popularity,” said Pam 
Ryan, director of EPL’s Collec¬ 
tion Management and Access 
Division.

were checked out in 2012.

three. 

Neither Bennett nor Ryan 
were surprised at any top 
items, noting any wildcard 
books or movies are general¬ 


ly due to award nominations 
or local promotion. 

“It ... shows what a var¬ 
iety of topics people are in¬ 
terested in,” said Bennett. 
“There’s Tina Fey, there’s 


Steve Jobs, there’s debt, 
finances, introversion. I 
think it also shows that we 
just cover a wide range of 
topics for a wide range of in¬ 
terests.”

Harsh climate, difficult soil 
and long, hard travel. 

These were just a few of 
the descriptions the Can¬ 
adian West immigration 
officials used to deter Afri¬ 
can-American settlers from 
coming to Alberta in the ear¬ 
ly 1900s. 

“There was no legal or 
official prejudice, but there 
were lots of barriers that 
they faced when they tried 
to come,” says Cheryl Foggo, 
a Calgary based author and 
pla 3 rwright, who has done ex¬ 
tensive research on Alberta’s 
black history for several 
books and plays. 

People of African descent 
had settled in Alberta as 
early as the 1870s, working 
for the Hudson Bay Company 
and Northwest Mounted Po¬ 
lice. The most famous early 
black settler was John Ware, 
a rancher and cowboy, who 
was highly respected in 
southern Alberta ranching 
communities. 

But their numbers were 
small, compared to the in¬ 
flux of African-Americans 
who would make their way 
up from the United States be¬ 
tween 1905 and 1911. 

Thousands of black im¬ 
migrants, mostly from Okla¬ 
homa, settled largely in rural 
areas of central Alberta and 
Saskatchewan. 


“It was quite remote, 
quite cold and difficult land,” 
explains Tamara Palmer 
Seiler, professor emeritus at 
the University of Calgary’s 
department of communica¬ 
tions and culture. “It was one 
of those immigration stories 
where people had to work 
very hard to clear the land. 
But they were able to create 
quite strong communities. 
It’s a very interesting pion¬ 
eer story.” 

A story partially blighted 
by shameful tactics used by 
the Canadian government to 
stop African-Americans from 
entering the country. 

Monetary and health re¬ 
quirements were far stricter 
for black immigrants than 
for the British or Europeans. 

“The money thing didn’t 
work because they had the 
money,” says Foggo. “The 
people who came here were 
quite well prepared ... They 
were strong, healthy and 
relatively well-off.” 

A few black commun¬ 
ities, including Amber Val¬ 
ley and Keystone (now called 
Breton), thrived, yet many 
Albertans are unaware of 
this part of the province’s 
history. And it’s why recog¬ 
nizing Black History Month 
is still so important, says 
Yvette McFarlane, president 
of the Edmonton chapter of 
the National Black Coalition 
of Canada Society. 

This is the 27th year 
the organization has put 
on events throughout the 
month of February, which is 
only a taste of the different 
African cultures present in 
the city. 

“I think it is important for 
each country to continue to 
have their heritage for their 
children’s sake,” says McFar¬ 
lane. “So that even through 
their children who are born 
here ... (they) can continue it 


and know where their roots 
are coming from.” 

It’s also a matter of get¬ 
ting other members of the 
community involved, she 
adds. 

“My hope is that Edmon¬ 
ton would continue to recog¬ 
nize our culture and continue 
to give us this opportunity to 
have diversity and enhance 
the community.”

Before moving to Edmonton in 
2006, I’d never heard the word 
“revitalize” outside of a person¬ 
al-hygiene ad. Maybe I hadn’t 
spent enough time in board- 
rooms, but I honestly thought 
“revitalization” is what hap¬ 
pens when you use Brand X’s 
lip balm. 

Boy, was I wrong. In Edmon¬ 
ton this jargon was, like its dic¬ 
tionary definition, imbued with 
vitality and vigoin, a household 
term flimg at Alberta Avenue, 
Fort Road and the grandaddy of 
them all, the downtown arena. 

Revitalization has perme¬ 
ated the arena debate so deeply 
that the City of Edmonton is 
banldng on it to fund its share 
of the $601-niillion project. 

Using something called 
a Community Revitahzation 
Levy, or CRL, it hopes to find 
much of its $140-niillion cut 
by redirecting to the arena

property taxes on new projects 
within a large chunk of down¬ 
town, as well as any increases 
from existing property taxes. 

The thinking is the arena 
will spur new development 
from which the city can col¬ 
lect. But it’s speculative. For 
that reason the Alberta govern¬ 
ment requires CRTs to have a 
backup plan, and so the city is 
taking this risk into accoimt as 
it fleshes out the framework of 
the Anally approved deal. 

Much has been said 
(screamed?) about the missing 
$100 million the city and Katz 
Group hope the province — 
sorry, “other government,” ac¬ 
cording to the official report 
— wiU And. But the CRL too is 
a gamble. 


Take the previous examples: 
Alberta Avenue has had envi¬ 
able tumaroimd siuce its 2005 
initiative, but Fort Road’s 
beautification couldn’t even 
keep in business a motorhome/ 
restaurant known for basket- 
baU-sized burgers. 

Of course, the arena isn’t 
a neighbourhood. It’s a mega¬ 
project. And for an example 
of mega-project revitalizations 
at work, look no further than 
across the street from the 
arena’s future home. 

When it was built in the 
1980s, they called it Eaton Cen¬ 
tre, though you probably know 
it as City Centre. 

The mixed-use complex 
was planned, halted, renegoti¬ 
ated and Anally built with some 
public financing, intended to 
reinvigorate downtovm, which 
had lost its swagger to sub¬ 
urban development. 

But by 1992, developer 
Triple Five Corporation sold its 
shares for $1 and Edmonton 
was left the real loser, accord¬ 
ing to Christopher Leo, a blog¬ 
ger and politics professor at the 


University of Winnipeg. 

Of course, the fact that 
we’re still tafldng about revital¬ 
izing downtown is proof that 
this mega-project failed. 

But downtown hasn’t. 

In the flve years its taken to 
hammer out an arena design, 
risk-averse entrepreneurs have 
built the two tallest residen¬ 
tial towers in the core, turned 
124th Street mto the hottest 
dinmg destination and added as 
many “licensed seats” (basically 
bar capacity) to Jasper Avenue 
as Wh37te Avenue. 

I’m not against a downtown 
arena. I’m for it, if at least to 
put oin most prized posses¬ 
sions, the Edmonton Oilers, in 
a more pronunent cabinet with 
the rest of the nice china. But 
if stakeholders want to call the 
arena a “catalyst” for down¬ 
town revitalization, they have 
to acknowledge that the small 
businesses behind these suc¬ 
cesses were catalysts long ago. 

That prompts the question, 
is the arena really attracting 
new development or is it riding 
coattails?

City administration is recom¬ 
mending a striking new bridge 
across the River Valley to help 
the city’s next LRT line make 
the crossing. 

In a report going to the LRT 
governance board next week, 
administrators are recom- 
mendmg an extradosed bridge 
option to replace the existing 
Cloverdale pedestrian bridge 
and to take LRT cars into down¬ 
town. 

The bridge would have a 
pedestrian section imdemeath 
and a tall main mast in the cen¬ 
tre with cable coming off the 
mast and onto the bridge. It is 
estimated to cost $45 million 
to $65 million and still needs 
approval from the LRT govern¬ 
ance board and city coimcil. 

The city is also recom- 
mendmg spending $60 million 
this year to start on the project 


that is still looking for provin¬ 
cial cash. 

The money would be spent 
on relocating utilities and de¬ 
molishing buildiugs that are in 
the project’s path. 

Coim. Amaijeet Sohi said 
going forward with that work 
will increase the chances the 
dty will receive the $600 mil¬ 
lion from the province and 
$400 million from the federal 


government that it’s seeking. 

“The work that is going 
to be proposed to be done 
will m^ce this project shovel 
ready,” he said. 

The report going to the LRT 
governance board next week 
says that delaying the work one 
year would cost $59 million to 
$79 million. 

Sohi said that alone is rea¬ 
son enough to push ahead.

• At a cost of $1.8 billion, 
the south-to-east LRT line 
would take residents all 
the way from Mill Woods 
into downtown. Phase 
2 of the project would 
continue that line through 
downtown and out to 
West Edmonton mall.

The MPs from Saskatch¬ 
ewan, Alberta and Ontario 
made the request on House of 
Commons letterhead to RCMP 
Commissioner Bob Paulson. 

“From 2000 to 2009 in Can¬ 
ada, there were 491 abortions 
of 20 weeks gestation and great¬ 
er that resulted in live births,” 
reads the letter dated Jan. 23. 
“This means tot the aborted 
child died after it was bom.”

Shooter turns gun on 
himself after killings 


A body found early Thursday 
among bushes in an Arizona 
suburb has been positively 
identified as the man who 
killed a company CEO and 
critically wounded a lawyer a 
day earlier, police said. 

A landscaper found the 
body of Arthur Douglas 
Harmon, 70. He died of an 
apparent self-inflicted gun¬ 
shot wound, and a handgun 
was also found, police said. 
Nearby in a parking lot was 
a rented Kia Optima sedan he 
drove to the shooting scene 
on Wednesday, authorities 
said. 

Harmon drew a gun and 
shot both men at the end 
of a mediation session Wed¬ 
nesday morning at an office 
building in north-central 
Phoenix, police said. 

Steve Singer, 48, died 
hours later. Mark Hummels, 
43, is in critical condition. A 
32-year-old woman was also 
shot but suffered non-life- 
threatening injuries. 

“We believe the two men 
were the targets. It was not a 
random shooting,” said Sgt. 
Tommy Thompson, a Phoe¬ 
nix police spokesman.

Palestinians say UN report 
proves ^ethnic cleansing’

United Nations states 
Israel is undermining 
Palestinians’ right to 
self-determination 


The United Nations’ first report 
on Israel’s overall settlement 
policy describes it as a “creep¬ 
ing annexation” of territory 
that clearly violates the human 
rights of Palestinians, and calls 
for Israel to immediately stop 
such further construction. 

The report’s conclusions, re¬ 
vealed Thursday, are not legal¬ 
ly binding, but they further 
inflame tensions between the 
UN Human Rights Council and 
Israel, and between Israel and 
the Palestinians. Israeli officials 
immediately denounced the re¬ 
port, while Palestinians point¬ 
ed to it as “proof of Israel’s 
pohcy of ethnic cleansing” 
and its desire to undermine 
the possibility of a Palestinian 
state. 

The Palestinians also hinted 
that they could use the report 
as a basis for legal action to¬ 
ward a war crimes prosecution. 


In its report to the 47- 
nation council, a panel of inves¬ 
tigators said Israel is violating 
international humanitarian 
law under the Fourth Geneva 
Convention, one of the treat¬ 
ies that establish the groimd 
rules for what is considered 


humane during wartime. 

This was the first thematic 
report on Israel’s settlements 
with an historical look at the 
government’s pohcy since 
1967, U.N. officials said. 

Previous U.N. reports have 
taken a look at Israeli settle¬ 


ment policy only through the 
lens of a specific event, such as 
the 2009 war in the Gaza Strip, 
when Israel launched an offen¬ 
sive in response to months of 
rocket fire by the ruling Hamas 
militant group.

Avalanche safety has come a 
long way since the lives of sev¬ 
en Calgary students were lost 
during an ill-fated field trip 
in British Columbia’s back- 
countiy 10 years ago today. 

Fatality rates have stabil¬ 
ized in the face of increasing 
backcountry use, more people 
are getting properly trained 
and equipped before heading 
into the mountains, and pub- 
hc awareness is on the rise. 

Those successes can be dir¬ 
ectly attributed to aggressive 
reform after the 2003 Con¬ 
naught Creek avalanche, but 
the Canadian Avalanche Cen¬ 
tre (CAC) is well aware more 
work could be done. 

But that becomes a ques¬ 
tion of funding. And it’s an 
unanswered question. 

“It depends a lot on what 
people want us to do,” said 
Karl Klassen, acting executive 
director of the CAC. 

“If people are happy with 
our services the way they are, 
I think we’re in good shape.” 

The CAC — which, among 
many other tasks, is respon¬ 
sible for public avalanche fore¬ 
casting and sets the standards 
for public avalanche-training 
courses and equipment — has 
a projected budget of $1.8 mil¬ 
lion this year. 

Its federal funding enters 
the final year of a three-year 
cycle in 2014 and then it’s 
back to the negotiating table. 

Klassen doesn’t think 
securing funding to maintain 
the CAC’s status quo will be 
a problem, but some (both 
within the CAC and outside) 
are asking whether that level 
of service goes far enough. 

“There have been a num¬ 
ber of calls to expand servi¬ 
ces,” Klassen said. 

“For example, we don’t 
do forecasts for the north 
Rockies. We’re working on a 
project to see how we can go 
about it, but it will take more 
money.” 

Klassen sees the centre fo¬ 
cusing on three pillars in the 


Parks Canada is always 
working to be at the fore¬ 
front of avalanche safety. 

Mountain-risk special¬ 
ist Grant Statham says 
fine-tuning and tailoring of 
public alerts, bulletins and 
information is an ongoing 
process. 

“I would say what you 
see in the public domain 
today — we’re a year or 
two ahead of that,” said 
Statham. “At least, I hope 
so. We’re always looking at 
how to better commimicate 
with people. We want them 
to be better educated, that’s 
the most important thing.”

coming years: World-leading 
public avalanche information 
and bulletins, outreach and 
awareness programs and ex¬ 
panded youth education. 

The third piece of that 
puzzle is perhaps the most 
critical going forward but is 
also underfunded. 

“We’d love to expand 
youth education but we just 
don’t have the resources for 
it,” said Klassen. “There are 
many mountain commun¬ 
ities, where avalanches are 
a fact of life, that just don’t 
have much in the way of (ava¬ 
lanche) education.” 

He argues that children 
from kindergarten to Grade 
8 in those communities must 
“be aware of the avalanche 
problem” and be taught skills 
that will serve them through¬ 
out hfe. 

Even urban communities 
need greater youth education 
programs. 

“Tons of people from Cal¬ 
gary go to the mountains 
every weekend,” Klassen 
said. “(Education is) one of 
the cornerstones of what we 
should be doing, but unless 
we secure long-term addition¬ 
al funding we just can’t do it.” 

It’s an important decision 
that the CAC, and govern¬ 
ments, will need to make over 
the next two years if Canada 
hopes to stay at the forefront 
of avalanche safety.

Nearly 17 years ago, Beth Stew¬ 
art got a phone call that no par¬ 
ent ever wants to get. 

Her son Trevor Petersen, a 
legend in the world of extreme 
skiing, was killed at the height 
of his career in an avalanche 
in February 1996 in the moun¬ 
tains of Chamonix, France. 

He was 34 and left behind 
his partner, Tanya, and his son, 
Kye, and daughter. Neve. 

Petersen, the youngest 
of three, learned to love the 


mountains at an early age from 
his brothers, Lindsay and Rick. 
He skied the most treacher¬ 
ous mountains in the world 
and graced the covers of many 
international magazines. 

“I felt that my world had 
fallen in and I was lost after 
Trevor died,” she says. “I missed 
his spirit, his love of hfe, of the 
mountains and his family.” 

Stewart spent two years 
undergoing therapy to deal 
with that loss and wondered

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Justin Trudeau champions 
backcountry safety after loss 


Justm Trudeau knows too well 
that an avalanche doesn’t 
pause to ask a person’s last 
name when it barrels down a 
moimtain. 

The Liberal leadership con¬ 
tender lost his yoimgest broth¬ 
er, Michel, when an avalanche 
swept him into B.C.’s Kokanee 
Lake while he was backcoimtry 
skiing in 1998. He was 23. 

In the wake of the tragedy, 
Trudeau and his family became 
a force in raising awareness 
and funds for Canada’s ava¬ 
lanche-safety organizations. 

“We said, ‘Please don’t send 
flowers, send a donation to —’ 
and then we tried to figure out 
what the Canadian avalanche 
commimity was,” Trudeau 
said in a phone interview from 
Prince George. “They needed 
support, and I got involved.” 

Trudeau worked with the 
Canadian Avalanche Associa¬ 
tion to secure stable funding 
from the B.C., Alberta and fed¬ 
eral governments and to build 
the Canadian Avalanche Cen¬ 
tre imtil he entered pohtics in 
2006. 

“For me it was an opportim- 
ity to get to know this amazing 
sport and to get to know this 
world so well that my brother 
loved so much. It got me closer 
to him and his memory,” he 
said. “There’s just an amazing 
group of people committed to 
our extraordinary wilderness 
and playing safe within it.” 

It took the Strathcona- 
Tweedsmuir School accident, 
where seven children on an 
outdoor-education trip died in a 
shde near B.C.’s Rogers Pass, he 
said, to change pubhc percep¬ 
tion toward avalanche aware¬ 
ness. He credits ski patrols, 
scientists and the backcoimtry 
community for putting Canada 
at the forefront of avalanche

“We had lunch and talked. 
We parted, and the husband 
came running to me and 
told me what POLS meant to 
them,” Stewart says. “He told 
me his wife two weeks ago 
had everything ready to com¬ 
mit suicide. She didn’t want to 


live if she couldn’t be with her 
son.” 

Stewart had sent an email 
to the woman earlier, encour¬ 
aging her to go day-by-day. 

“She confessed to her hus¬ 
band that she’s thrown all the 
stuff away and decided not to 
go through with it,” she says. 
“She decided if one person can 
do it, then maybe she can do 
it.” 

Stewart says everything she 
does is a tribute to her son, 
who died doing what he loved 
best. 

“He once said to me, ‘Mom, 
if I should ever die doing this, 
know that I was exactly where 
I wanted to be, doing exactly 
what I wanted,”’ she says. “But 
we all miss him.”

Speaking into a ventilation 
pipe, hostage negotiators tried 
to talk a man into releasing a 
five-year-old boy and ending 
a standoff at an undergroimd 
bunker in rural Alabama that 


stretched into its third day 

The man identified by mul¬ 
tiple neighbours and witnesses 
as 65-year-old retired truck 
driver Jimmy Lee Dykes was ac¬ 
cused of pulling the boy from 
a school bus on Tuesday and 
killing the driver. The man and 
boy were holed up in a small 
room on his property that au¬ 
thorities compared to tornado 
shelters common in the area. 

James Arrington, pohce 
chief of the neighbouring town 
of Pinckard, said the shelter 


was about four feet under¬ 
groimd, with a ventilation pipe 
that negotiators were speaking 
through. 

There were signs that the 
standoff could continue for 
some time: A state legislator 
said the shelter has electricity, 
food and TV. The pohce chief 
said the captor has been sleep¬ 
ing and told negotiators that he 
has spent long periods in the 
shelter before. 

“He wiU have to give up 
sooner or later because (au¬ 


thorities) are not leaving,” Ar¬ 
rington said. “It’s pretty smaU, 
but he’s been known to stay in 
there eight days.” 

“He’s crying for his par¬ 
ents,” Midland City Mayor Vir¬ 
gil Skipper said. 

The normally quiet road 
was teeming Thursday with 
more than a dozen pohce cars 
and trucks, a fire truck, a heh- 
copter, media and at least one 
ambulance near Midland City, 
population 2,300.

Anheuser-Busch InBev said 
the government’s bid to block 
the proposed merger is incon¬ 
sistent with the law, the facts 
and “the reality of the market 
place.” 

“We remain confident in 
our position, and we intend to 
vigorously contest the DOJ’s 
action in federal court,” ABI 
said. 

According to court papers 
filed in the case, ABI acts as 
the industry price leader, with 
MillerCoors and other brew¬ 
ers t 3 ^ically joining the price 
increases set by ABI. Modelo, 
in contrast, has not joined. 

By pricing aggressively, 
Modelo — through its im¬ 
porter, Crown Imports — puts 
pressure on ABI to maintain 
or lower prices.

Feb. 3,1959- The Reel 
Guys remember Buddy 
Holly, Ritchie Valens and 
The Big Bopperwith 
movie picks that pay 
tribute to their legacies 


Richard: Mark, Buddy Holly 
was arguably the biggest star 
of the three musicians, so it’s 
no surprise that he pops up in 
the most movies. Gary Busey is 
the most famous of the Holly 
impersonators, having been 
nominated for an Oscar for The 
Buddy Holly Story, but others 
have also donned the black 
rims to good effect. An im- 
known actor named Guy Kent 
raved on in a surreal retelling 
of Buddy’s life called The Day 
the Music Died. Less successful 
was Frankie Muniz who should 
have been (Peggy) sued for his 
performance in Walk Hard: 
The Dewey Gox Story. 

Mark: Buddy Holly was surely 
the genius of the three. And I 


think The Buddy Holly Story 
did him justice. It was Gary 
Busey’s last significant lead, 
and I think it’s ironic that 
the madman actor played one 
of the few levelheaded stars 
of rock ‘n’ roll. La Bamba 
is a step down in rock bio- 
pics. Valens only had a nine- 
month career, and you can 
feel the story padding in the 
film. But worst of all was the 
sentimental ending with his 
brother blubbering on about 
the loss. Again, it was Lou 
Diamond Phillips’ last signifi¬ 
cant lead before he became 
the straight-to-video champ.

get most of my opportunities 
doing what people have seen 
me do before, and I don’t 
think that’s too dissimilar 
from most actors. You kind 
of get offered what people 
expect to see you in. So it’s 
up to me to start to steer the 
ship in another direction if 
I want some changes. And 
I do, every once in a while. 
That was one of the things 
that really attracted me to 
a film I did with Ryan Rey¬ 
nolds called the Change-Up. 

It didn’t really work at the 
box office or critically, but 
we had a really good time 
doing it. 

Was it Melissa or writer 
Craig Mazin who kept add¬ 
ing in jokes about you hav¬ 
ing mangled Junk in Identity 
Thief? 

Well, Craig’s pretty filthy. 
Craig wrote a script that 
didn’t need any ad-libbing 
whatsoever to make it funny, 
and so we didn’t do a lot of 
that. We would every once 
in a while make stuff up 
to crack each other up and 
make the crew laugh, but 
this isn’t one of those mov¬ 
ies where it’s, ‘Boy, thank 
God those actors impro¬ 
vised because otherwise it 
wouldn’t be funny.’

Argo to 
compete with two other 
pieces from American 
history: Lincoln and 
Zero Dark Thirty 


Some years, Academy Awards 
voters just want to feel right 
about tiiemselves, their indus¬ 
try, their country. And maybe 
honour one of their own who 
hasn’t always shared in the love 
of his peers. 

That could explain why Ben 
Affleck’s Argo has gone from 
best-picture long shot to Oscar 
favourite over such competitors 
as Steven Spielberg’s stately but 
talky Civil War portrait Lincoln 
or Kathryn Bigelow’s brilhant 
yet contentious CIA thriller 
Zero Dark Thirty. 

Argo is a feel-good thrill ride 
that’s patriotic enough to war¬ 
rant a good “USA! USA!” chant 
as the credits roll. It’s all about 
how Hollywood helped save 
some lives. And a best-picture 
win could be viewed as righting 
a wrong after Affleck inexplic¬ 
ably missed out on a best-direc¬ 
tor nomination. 

“There’s a surge to embrace 
Ben Affleck in the aftermath of 
his Oscar snub. It seems like 
such an outrage that his film is 
benefiting from it as a result,” 
said Tom O’Neil, who runs the 
awards website GoldDerby 
com. “It really is a pro-Argo 
movement more than it is a 
kind of shrug off of Lincoln or 
a disparagement of Zero Dark 
Thirty. Hollywood is rallying 
arormd one of their wormded 
own.” 

Argo is one of three true-life 
best-picture nominees steeped 


in different eras of U.S. his¬ 
tory. Spielberg’s Lincoln, which 
leads tire Oscars with 12 nom¬ 
inations and looked like the 
front-rurmer until Argo began 
winning top honours at other 
awards shows, is a towering 
study of Abraham Lincoln as 
he manoeuvrs to end the war 
and pass the 13th Amendment 
abolishing slavery. Argo tells 
of a little-known victory amid 
an otherwise enervating chap¬ 
ter in American foreign affairs 
during the Iran hostage crisis. 
Bigelow’s Zero Dark Thirty is 
a sombre story of this last dark 
decade as the CIA builds leads 
that result in the Navy SEALs 
raid that killed Osama bin 
Laden. 

In their way, all three are 
stories of American triumph, 
but told with wildly divergent 
tones. Lincoln is a saga of hope 
amid national tragedy, meticu¬ 
lously researched but a little 
emotionally remote because 
of its attention to Washington 
deal-making, 1860s-style. Zero 
Dark Thirty is a bleak tale of im- 
certain patriotism, also meticu¬ 
lously researched but at times 
more than a little emotionally 
repugnant because of the ques¬ 
tionable means it depicts in a 
righteous cause. Argo is the one 
that turns triumph into an end- 
zone dance. Affleck has taken 
knocks in the past over his act¬ 
ing, but in only his third film 
as director, he shows complete 
mastery of populist movie¬ 
making. He gives viewers great 
drama, great laughs, agonizing 
tension and an exultant finale, 
all while playing loose with 
the facts in a way audiences 
can forgive in the name of a 
terrific piece of entertainment.

As Iranian militants 
stormed the U.S. embassy, 
where they held 52 people 
hostage for 444 days, six 
Americans escaped and 
took refuge with Canadian 
diplomats. CIA rescue 
specialist Tony Mendez, 
played by Affleck, organ¬ 
ized a daring plot to get 
them out disguised as crew 
members of a fake sci-fi 
movie scouting locations 
in Iran, 

Their unhkely escape by 
an outrageous scheme is 
a ray-of-sunshine footnote 
in the hostage stoiy, a side 
stoiy obscure enough that 
filmmakers could tweak it 
for all it’s worth in a way 
that would never work 
with such well-known 
narratives as Lincoln’s final 
days or the bin Laden raid. 

That white-knuckle 
takeoff at the Tehran 
airport, with Iranian as¬ 
sault teams racing behind 
the jet down the nmway? 
Never happened. In 
Antonio Mendez and Matt 
Bagho’s book Argo: How 
the CIA and Holl 3 ^ood 
Pulled Off the Most Auda¬ 
cious Rescue in History, 
the six Americans’ passage 
through the Tehran airport 
and onto the plane was 
uneventful. The takeoff 
and two-hour flight out of 
Iranian airspace is told in 
just four sentences.

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The secret behind Nevermind 


Movie. Dave Grohl’s 
movie, Sound City, 
takes a particular 
interest in the studio 
where Nirvana found 
their break 


Rock musician Dave Grohl set 
out to make a recording stu¬ 
dio the subject of his first-ever 
film. He was intrigued not only 
by the studio but by a specific 
piece of recording equipment 

— a 1970s era soimd board 

— that captured every note of 
music made there. 


Geek city, right? It sounds 
like an idea any sane moviegoer 
would run from. Instead, Soimd 
Gity offers a colourful piece of 
music history, a candid exam¬ 
ination of changes wrought by 
technology and a defiant state¬ 
ment about not surrendering 
the human element in creativ¬ 
ity. Grohl’s rookie film, which 
made it to the Srmdance movie 
festival, is being released theat¬ 
rically Friday and is accompan¬ 
ied by an album featuring art¬ 
ists he interviewed. 

“It honestly was more like 
a keg party with a camera than 
making a Hollywood film,” he 
said. 

Grohl knew nothing about 


the Soimd Gity studio in Van 
Nuys, Galif, when he and fellow 
Nirvana members Kurt Gobain 
and Krist Novoselic booked a 
session to make Nevermind in 
1991. Their Galifomia record 
company wanted Nirvana near¬ 
by to keep an eye on them and 
time at Soimd Gity was cheap. 

It was in a nondescript 
neighbourhood and looked 
like a dump, with tired shag 
carpeting. Then Nirvana no¬ 
ticed all the gold records on 
the waU from artists who had 
recorded there: Fleetwood Mac, 
Tom Petty, Van Halen, REO 
Speedwagon, Guns ‘n Roses, 
Neil Young, Gheap Trick, Slayer, 
Rick Springfield and more. 


After plugging in their 
instruments and running 
through In Bloom, Grohl and 
his mates discovered why The 
sound, to their ears, was amaz¬ 
ing. Nirvana had never been 
captured with such clarity and 
power before. 

“You might have never 
heard of Nirvana if we had re¬ 
corded in Hollywood with a 
fancy producer who made us 
sound like Def Leppard,” he 
said. “The fact that that (sound) 
board made us sound like us 
is what people appreciated. To 
be reunited with it, honestly, it 
was like meeting your real par¬ 
ents for the first time.”

Music. Jeff Bhasker 
is nominated for four 
Grammy Awards for 
fun.’s sophomore 
release, Some Nights 


When music producer Jeff 
Bhasker — the mastermind 
behind fun.’s breakthrough 
— had thoughts of becoming 


a musician, the high school 
student in the jazz band fig¬ 
ured he would play keyboard 
for a talented singer looking 
to carve a space in the music¬ 
al universe. 

“In the jazz world you be¬ 
come a side man, say with 
like Miles Davis. You become 
Miles Davis’ keyboard player 
and then you learn from 
Miles, and then you have your 
own group,” he explained. 

The eager musician was 


hoping to have a break¬ 
through like Herbie Hancock 
did with Davis. And Bhasker 
did — but with Kanye West. 

The Berklee College of 
Music graduate began pla3dng 
piano for the multi-platinum 
rapper in 2008. And then he 
became West’s musical direc¬ 
tor. And then the two went 
into the recording studio. 

“I learned so much from 
being around that moment 
and grabbing on to the rock¬ 


et. It happened really fast,” 
said Bhasker, who produced 
several tracks on West’s al¬ 
bums, 808’s & Heartbreak 
and My Beautiful Dark Twist¬ 
ed Fantasy. 

And in between those 
West records, Bhasker’s name 
— and drum-filled sound — 
popped up on credible liner 
notes: He produced for Alicia 
Keys. And Jay-Z. And Beyonce. 
And Bruno Mars. 

And now the producer is 
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really having fun — thanks to 
the band, fun. 

Crafting anthemic jams 
like We Are Young and Some 
Nights for the New York- 
based trio — who released 
their underwhelming debut 
in 2009 — not only made fun. 
a household name, it made 
Bhasker even bigger. Now the 
hitmaker is nominated for 
four Grammy Awards, includ¬ 
ing non-classical producer of 
the year and album of the 
year for helming all 11 tracks 
on fun.’s sophomore release. 
Some Nights. 

“First and foremost, it’s 
about hearing for him. He’s 
not out to make a quick 
buck,” said Nate Ruess, the 
lead singer of fun. “You meet 
a lot of producers, especially 
in the pop world, where they 
don’t have any emotional at¬ 
tachment to the music. I’ve 
even sat in, like, writing ses¬ 
sions with people where it’s 
just lifeless, and Jeff is the 
exact opposite. He brings 
emotion. He only wants to do 
things that move him.” 

The Grammys stage isn’t 
unfamiliar to Bhasker — he’s 
already won two trophies for 
best rap song in 2009 and 
2011 for co-writing Jay-Z’s 
Run This Town and West’s All 
of the Lights. This year, he’s 
also nominated for record 
and song of the year for his 
work on fun.’s No. 1 hit We 


Are Young. The band earned 
six nominations — including 
best new artist — and are tied 
for most nominations at the 
Feb. 10 awards show. 

“The whole time we were 
making the album I really, 
every day I was saying, ‘We’re 
making album of the year,”’ 
Bhasker said of producing 
Some Nights. 

Ruess said he recruited 
Bhasker to executive produce 
his band’s entire album be¬ 
cause of the producer’s im¬ 
pressive resume and style. 
Bhasker helped usher in 
West’s Auto-Tune-flavoured, 
melodic and S3mth-pop sound 
in 2008, co-producing songs 
like Love Lockdown and Para¬ 
noid. Months after fun. re¬ 
leased its album, Taylor Swift 
worked with Bhasker on 
two songs for her bestselling 
Red album, which takes the 
singer even further from her 
country roots to pop domina¬ 
tion. 

Oh, and the Rolling Stones 
called Bhasker, too. 

“It’s so tricky because 
you don’t want to mess with 
the Rolling Stones and the 
essence of what they do,” 
said Bhasker, who produced 
“radio mixes” of the band’s 
new jams. Doom and Gloom 
and One More Shot. “But I 
tried to bring a little bit of a 
contemporary twist to it.”

When it comes to pairing 
liquids with solids, wine 
has the edge over its boozy 
competition. After all, 
you’re not going to wash 
down haute cuisine with a 
brewsld. Right? 

It really depends on 
where you are. 

In wine engaged 
cultures (like Italy), culin- 
aiy artists evolved their 
industry in parallel with 
their compatriots in nearby 
vineyards. So, it makes 
sense that locals reach for 
vino when they put on the 
feed bag. Coimtries like 
the United Kingdom — 
where wine production is 
nearly non-existent — have 
a closer afiinity to beer, 
which makes a good brew 
their dirmer table mate. 

Since the Super Bowl 
is this Simday, I’m betting 
most of you will be serving 
pub-inspired fare and driiik- 
ing like the Brits as you 
watch the game. 

Not that you can’t serve 
vane (think something 
white and off dry). It’s just 
that aggressively flavoured 
finger food, the likes of 
Buffalo Chicken Tenders, 
calls for something thirst¬ 
quenching. While a crisp 
Euro or Canadian lager fits 
the bill, I prefer medium¬ 
bodied, lightly malted ales 
like Newcastle Brovm Ale 
(500 ml, $2.90 to $3.49) 
from England’s north east.

The key food groups of Super 

Bowl are meat and melted 
cheese, preferably deep-fried. 
Buffalo-style chicken wings and 
chicken nuggets are just the 
sort of deep-Med deliciousness 
we’re talking about. And this 
recipe marries the two, incred¬ 
ibly, in a way that satisfies the 
soul and keeps blood whistling 
through the old arteries. 

The chicken is luxuriated in 
a buttermilk bath for several 
hours, after which it is coated 
with a mixture of breadcrumbs 
and panko (for extra crunch), 
and baked in the oven. 

It’s not quite as crispy 
as a deep-fried version, but 
it is nonetheless ridiculous- 


Ingredients 


• 2 garlic cloves, smashed 

• 1 tsp salt 

• 1/4 cup plus 2 tbsp hot 
sauce, divided 

• 2 cups plus 6 tbsp buttermilk, 
divided 

• 1 lb chicken tenders (or 
chicken breasts cut into 3-by-i- 
inch strips, 1/2-inch thick) 

• 3/4 cup whole-wheat Italian 
seasoned breadcrumbs 

• 1/4 cup panko breadcrumbs 

• 1/4 cup low-fat mayonnaise 

• 1/4 cup crumbled blue 
cheese 

• 1/2 tsp lemon juice 


ly fiavourftil. This effect is 
achieved by adding a blue 
cheese dipping sauce, which 
borrows one of the trademark 
ingredients of Buffalo chicken 
wings. Traditionally, wings are 
tossed in a mix of hot sauce and 
butter after they come out of 
hot oil. But you don’t want to 
sog up your finished product, 
so dip the finished baked ten¬ 
ders, first in the hot sauce then 
in the blue cheese. This combo 
is a touchdown. 

1. In bowl, combine garlic, salt, 
2 tablespoons of hot sauce and 
2 cups of the buttermilk. Whisk 
until salt dissolves. Add chicken 
tenders and stir to coat well 
with the marinade. Cover and 
refrigerate for at least 2 hours 
and up to 10 hours. 

2. When ready to cook, heat 
oven to 425 F. line baking 
sheet with parchment paper 
and spray it with olive oil cook¬ 
ing spray. 

3. In shallow bowl combine 
whole-wheat and panko bread¬ 
crumbs. In another small bowl, 
whisk remaining 6 tablespoons 
of buttermilk, the mayonnaise, 
blue cheese and lemon juice. 
Transfer to ramekin for dip¬ 
ping. Pour remaining 1/4 cup 
of hot sauce into a second ram¬ 
ekin for dipping. 

4. Use colander to drain 
chicken, but do not pat it dry. 
Dip each chicken piece in the 
breadcrumb mixture, making 
sure it is coated weU on both 
sides. Arrange chicken in single 
layer on prepared baking sheet, 
then spritz tops with olive oil 


cooking spray. 

5. Bake on oven’s middle shelf 
for 10 minutes. Turn chicken 
pieces over and bake an addi¬ 
tional 5 minutes, or until just 


cooked through. Let cool few 
minutes, then transfer to a plat¬ 
ter. Serve with both dipping 
sauces.

Wanna fight? 

If you’re an NHL player, you 
can probably find somebody to 
drop the gloves. 

A lockout-delayed and 
shortened season has created 
a spike in fights aroimd the 
league, just as it did the last 
time labour woes led to a 48- 
game season. 

There were 58 fights 
through the first 87 games this 
year, following play on Tues¬ 
day night, an increase from 
39 after the same number of 
games last season, according 
to STATS. During the 1994-95 


season, there were 83 fights 
over the first 87 games of that 
lockout-shortened slate, a 
jump from 58 during the same 
stretch the previous season. 

“Obviously, you have a 
situation where the players are 
being thrown into the immedi¬ 
ate intensity of a shortened 
season and that certainly may 
play a role,” NHL deputy com¬ 
missioner Bill Daly wrote in an 
email on Thursday. 

“We monitor these things 
as well, and the number of 
fighting majors have decreased 
significantly and begun to nor- 
mahze over the last week. I 
expect that will continue over 


the balance of the season.” 

There were, in fact, fewer 
fighting penalties than games 
on Monday for the first time 
since the season started with 
12 fights in 13 games. And on 
Wednesday, there were six 
fights in four games. 

Nashville forward Richard 
Clune acknowledges he’s 
fighting for his job. Clune has 
been frying to make it back 
in the NHL since playing in 14 
games with the Los Angeles 
Kings three years ago. He was 
in three fights in his first five 
games. 

Clime didn’t play in Nash¬ 
ville’s opener when star de-

The Edmonton Eskimos 
picked up quarterback 
Mike Reilly and a second- 
round pick in this year’s

Super Bowl preview. 

Both Ravens and 49ers, 
led by sibling head 
coaches, ready to 
battle in New Orleans 


The San Francisco 49ers never 
have tasted defeat in a Super 
Bowl, going 5-0. It’s the most 
impressive mark for any fran¬ 
chise in the big game. 

Baltimore also is undefeat¬ 
ed, with the Ravens winning 
their only appearance, in 2001. 

Someone will have the 
Super Bowl blahs for the first 
time after Sunday’s title game 
in the Superdome. 

The Ravens, who are 3 1/2 
-point underdogs, are on one 
of those runs reminiscent of 
recent NFL champions. Indeed, 
the New York Giants reached 
the Super Bowl a year ago in 
a similar manner, winning a 
wild-card game at home, then 
two playoffs on the road, in¬ 
cluding an overtime thriller. 

The Giants got healthy 
down the stretch, something 
the Ravens have replicated, 
particularly on defence where 
star linebackers Ray Lewis and 
Terrell Suggs are giving vin¬ 
tage performances following 
injury-shortened seasons. 

“That’s what’s been our 
road,” Lewis said. “No matter 
who’s been up, who’s been 
down, who’s been hurt, who’s 
been injured. We found a way 
to pick each other up.” 

These Niners are built 
around a physical, stingy de¬ 
fence — that also has been the 
Ravens’ persona for years, al¬ 
though not as much in 2012 as 
in Lewis’ other 17 pro seasons. 
Linebacker Patrick Willis, who 
like Lewis wears No. 52 and is 


a perennial All-Pro, is the an¬ 
chor. 

“As a kid, you grew up 
watching,” Willis said. “Last 
year we were one game away. 
To be able to be here, is truly 
special.” 

To make it extra special, 
San Francisco’s offence will 
need to outdo Baltimore’s. The 
Ravens have scored 90 points 
in three games, and the Niners 
have 73 in two. 

Baltimore’s defence has 
made big plays against An¬ 
drew Luck, Pe 3 fton Manning 
and Tom Brady. Now it gets 
an entirely different t 32 pe of 
quarterback, Golin Kaeper- 
nick. His combination of run¬ 
ning skill, powerful arm and 
surprising cool for a second- 


year pro makes him particu¬ 
larly dangerous against the 
Ravens. Baltimore does not 
have the fastest defence in the 
league. 

Then again, the 49ers must 
deal with Joe Flacco, the only 
QB to win a post-season game 
in each of his first five seasons. 
Flacco also has six road playoff 
victories, a league record. 

While the Ravens and 49ers 
play for each other, the Har- 
baugh brothers, John of the 
Ravens and Jim of the 49ers, 
will go against each other in 
the first Super Bowl featuring 
sibling head coaches. They’ve 
had fim with the topic this 
week, but it will be as serious 
as football can get on Sunday.
